BLAZE RAGING IN BRAZEAU

COALSPUR, Alta, July 20.—Eight 
men of forest service had a remark 
able escape from death in a huge for 
cst fire which is raging along an 
eight-mile front in the Brazeau res 
erve, when a sudden shift of wind cut

The disease is caused 
by a germ whose entrance to t Ho body 
is usually gained through n wound 
which tears the tissues of the body or 
which puncture j them. 

The germ of Tetanu3 has certain 
peculiarities. It grows be)l where 
there is no air. and so it thrives at 
the bottom of a punctured wound or 
in the depths of a lacerated wound 
where the air docs ndt penetrate. 
This germ belongs to the group of 
germs which arc able to form spores. 
The spore is a resistant state into 
which the germ goes when conditions 
for its living are unfavourable, and in 
this st:«te it is able to lie dormant for 
long periods of time. The spore be¬ 
comes an active germ again when con 
ditions are favourable, for example, 
when it is introduced into the human 
body through a wound. 

The germ of Tetanus lives in the 
intestines of cows, horses and sheep. 
Any wound received onith? farm, or 
any wound contamined by dirt, par¬ 
ticularly If dirt is at all likely to con¬ 
tain manure, such as street dirt, is 
very likely to contain tetanus germs. 
Any wound made by a nail or other 
piercing implement is the type of 
wound favourable to tetanus. We may 
say that in any wound where dirt is 
forced under the skin, there is danger 
of tetanus. 

Every wound no matter how slight, 
should be thoroughly cleansed with 
soap and water, and then covered so 
as to keep it clean. Every wound 
where dirt has been driven under the 
skin should be treated by a doctor. 

Tetanus can bo prevented. The 
ivoundshould be properly cared for 
and in addition, when there is any 
suggestion that it is the type of wound 
in which tetanus is likely to occur, 

♦ .‘tanus antitoxin should be given. 
During the Great War, every man 
who was wounded received tetanus 
antitoxin with the result that the dise 
n* vva® praetl al'y prevented. Proven! 
ive mcarures should always bo taken, 
because if the disease is allowed to 
develop, the outlook 19 bad as far as 
treatment is concerned.
